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Honor  Council  Helps  Students  Overcome  Errors 


(Ed.  Note:  The  following  arti- 
cle is  the  first  in  a series  being 
written  by  members  of  the  Honor 
Council  in  an  effort  to  asquaint 
students  with  the  Honor  System 
and  how  it  functions  at  Brigham 
Young  University.  The  “Honor 
Box”  accompanying  the  article 
indicates  the  reported  violations 
of  the  Honor  Code  for  the  past 
week,  and  the  total  for  the  year. 
Watch  this  page  each  week  for 
further  articles  and  a tally  on 
violations.) 

How  much  has  the  Honor  Sys- 
tem decreased  academic  cheat- 
ing? What  are  some  of  the  ac- 
tivities of  our  “campus  under- 
world?” What  makes  our  system 
unique  among  all  others?  Is  the 
Honor  Council  a secret  police? 
Perhaps  you  are  asking  these 
or  similar  auestions. 

Due  to  the  rapid  growth  of  the 
University  it  has  been  difficult 
to  maintain  the  high  standards 
and  integrity  traditional  at  the 
BYU.  It  has  been  felt  that  this  is 
partially  due  to  the  fact  that 
many  students  are  simply  unin- 
formed concerning  the  Honor 
System.  For  this  reason  the  Ex- 
ecutive Council  has  asked  that  a 
series  of  articles  be  presented  to 
explain  the  system’s  objectives 
and  some  of  the  major  violations 
of  the  code. 

This  series  will  present  the 
facts  for  your  consideration 
and  let  you  decide  which  side 
of  the  fence  you  are  on. 

By  ignoring  adverse  conditions, 
we  encourage  them.  There  can- 
not be  any  "Mugwumps.”  We

candidates  for 
president  shall  be  an  “incoming 
senior  woman  who  has  served  on 
a minimum  of  two  major  AWS 
committees  or  on  the  AWS  coun- 
cil or  has  been  an  under-officer 
of  AWS.”

Some  of  you  may  be  a little 
shocked  by  what  you  will  read. 

All  of  us  should  be  aware  th^t 
there  are  violators  among  us 
although  they  constitute  a small 
minority.  Place  your  faith  in 
standards,  not  in  men.  The  stand- 
ards themselves  are  good  even  if 
a few  thoughtless,  immature  per- 
sons who  violate  them  are  not. 

What  happens  to  a violator 
of  the  code? 

Let’s  take  a case  from  our  files 
and  follow  it  through.  In  true 
“Secret  File  13”  style,  we’ll 
change  the  names  and  details  to 
protect  those  involved. 

Joe  is  an  average  fellow  from 
an  average  community.  He  has  a 
good  religious  background  and 
got  along  fine  his  first  year  at 
the  Y.  When  he  started  his  sec- 
ond year  he  got  into  the  wrong 
crowd  and  the  Church  was  pretty 
much  forgotten. 

Before  long  he  started  going  to 
“parties”  with  his  friends  and 
found  a girl  in  his  new  society. 
She  wasn’t  against  a few  drinks 
or  cigarettes  and  so  he  soon 
picked  up  these  habits. 

His  roommates  knew  what 
was  going  on  but  felt  that 
they  couldn’t  turn  his  name 
in  to  the  Honor  Council  be- 
cause of  their  friendship.  By 
neglecting  him  when  he  need- 
ed help,  they  allowed  him  to 
get  worse. 

Joe  soon  found  it  necessary  to 
cheat  to  keep  from  failing  his 
classes.  Even  this  failed  to  com- 
pensate for  his  partying  and  he 
ended  up  on  probation.  This  add- 
ed frustration  turned  him  even 
more  to  smoking  and  drinking 
and  he  became  quite  sullen  and 
bitter  against  society. 

This  was  Joe’s  condition  when 
a real  friend  came  to  his  aid.  Not 
a partial  friend  like  his  room- 
mates, but  a friend  who  knew 
that  he  needed  help  and  was 
mature  enough  to  get  it  for  him. 
And  so  at  long  last  a recommen- 
dation came  in  to  the  Honor 
Council. 

Since  Joe  was  a sophomore 
(frosh  are  assigned  to  an  honor 
counselor)  he  was  asked  to  meet 
with  the  council.  After  seeing 
their  true  interest  in  him,  Joe 
lost  his  resentment.  After  a 
couple  of  meetings,  Joe  began  to 
see  how  foolish  his  actions  had 
been  and  he  decided  to  reform. 

The  council  provided  the  en- 
couragement necessary  to  help 
his  break  his  bad  habits.  They 


AWS  committee — period!  Nowell 
pointed  out  that  a girl  should 
have  shown  an  active  interest  in 
AWS  before  running  for  presi- 
dent, and  we  agree.

Knotheads  of  the  World  Unite

The  day  of  the  knothead  is 
nigh,  and  with  this  fast-rising  fad 
which  is  rapidly  becoming  a sci- 
ence, here  are  a few  “timely- 
tips”  so  that  you,  too,  may  be 
as  knotheaded  as  the  next. 

Why  be  sane,  when  you  can  be 
simple? 

Everyone  may  qualify:  and  it 
is  not  impossible  that  the  least 
among  us  may  easily  reach  the 
higher  degrees  of  knotheadness, 
including  Moron,  first  class; 
Lamebrain,  order  of  the  lousy;

Most  preferred  method  of  be- 
coming a knothead  is  to  begin 
with  the  easier  or  more  obvious 
methods,  and  work  your  way  up.

This  is  easier  for 
some  than  others,  but  you  should

Going  Wrong  Way  Up-and- 
Down  Stairs — 100  points;  bonus 
for  stopping  every  other  step  and 
faking  change  of  direction — 100 
points. 

...Sheepiness,  which  consists  of 
choosing  most  crowded  passage- 
ways, exits,  entrances,  stairways, 
etc.,  scored  by  the  minute.  May 
be  combined  with  any  of  the 
above  to  build  up  score.  Going 
out  of  way,  merely'  to  pass 
through  most  crowded  areas,  re- 
sults in  bonus. 

The  above  are,  admittedly,  for 
the  beginner — but  are  effective. 
These  are  only  a few,  but  from 
these  simple  forms,  one  may 


move  on  to  more  complicated  « 
ercises  which  include:  Talki 
in  the  Library — 500  points;  bon 
for  extra  long  discussions  and 
smuating  snickers  or  giggles. 

Standing  Directly  In  Front  oj 
Taking  Up  as  Much  Room 
Possible — 500  points;  addition 
points  may  be  scored  if  oth€ 
are  waiting,  and  you  carai 
make  up  your  mind.  Keep  sta 
ing,  the  longer  you  take,  the  mo 
points  you  score. 

When  one  lias  graduated 
from  lesser  techniques  of 
knotheadedness,  he  is  ready 
to  move  on  to  highly  special- 
ized fields. 

Among  these  are: 

Seat-Saver.  Requisites  for  tfc 
include  a complete  disregard  l 
fellow  humans,  submergence 
Christian  attitude,  considerat 
gall*,  a hard,  cold  stare;  inco 
siderateness.  With  constant  prt 
tice,  you  may  work  up  to 
“three”  or  even  “four-seat-savei 
(*brass  may  be  substituted). 

Automotomania  (see  also  Pe 
estraphobia).  This  is  not  open 
beginners.  Points  are  scored  1 
any  of  the  following:  speed!! 
on  campus,  awkward  or  "sprea* 
parking,  blocking  traffic  to  dl 
charge  or  pick-up  passengers,  i 
noring  signs  and  signals,  delay* 
starting  at  traffic-lights  and  stc 
signs,  indiscrimniate  hom-hon 
ing,  ad  infinitum.

In  teaching  most  of  his  classes 
Dean  Lloyd  speaks  through  an 
interpreter.

In  his  visits  to  23  countries, 
Dean  Lloyd  plans  to  arrange  in- 
ter-country exchange*  programs 
for  utilization  of  research  results 
and  literature  in  the  fields  of 
counseling  and  student  personnel 
work. 

He  plans  to  confer  with  Minis- 
ters of  Education,  State  Depart- 
ment representatives,  university 
administrators  and  faculties,  and 
representatives  of  professional 
education  organizations  dealing 
with  student  guidance. 

Wife  to  Join  Him 

Mrs.  Lloyd  will  join  him  in 
August,  and  they  will  tour  the 
country  and  visit  most  of  th  Jap- 
anese universities  before  return- 
ing to  the  United  States. 

During  his  previous  work  at 
the  University  of  Tokyo  Dean 
Lloyd  wrote  a book,  “Student 
Counseling  in  Japan,  a Two-Na- 
tion Project  in  Higher  Educa- 
tion,” describing  the  program. 
Published  in  1952  by  the  Univer- 
sity of  Minnesota  press,  it  has 
been  widely  distributed  in  Eu- 
rope and  Asia  through  the  State 
Department,  he  said. 

Dr.  Reid  has  headed  the  coun- 
seling service  for  the  past  year, 
and  is  associate  professor  of  per- 
sonnel and  guidance.

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Tribute  Rendered  Nash; 
History  in  Sports  Told

Dr.  Jay  B.  Nash,  Dean  of  the 
College  of  Recreation,  Physical 
Education,  Health,  and  Athletics, 
says  that  the  idea  that  people 
over  40  shouldn’t  engage  in  phys- 
ical activity  is  “bosh.” 

Dr.  Nash,  who  joined  BYU  fac- 
ulty last  fall,  is  a fine  example 
of  his  philosophy  that  if  a man 
wants  to  stay  alert  and  healthy 
he  must  exercise  regularly  no 
matter  old  he  may  be.  Dr.  Nash 
agrees  that  discretion  must  be 
exercised  in  choosing  the  form 
of  physical  recreation  a man  ov- 
er 40  participates  in,  but  he 
states,  “There  is  something  for 
everyone,  in  physical  recreation.” 
One  of  Dr.  Nash's  primary 
aims  is  to  expand  the  physi- 
cal education  and  recreation 
program  for  BYU  to  the 
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point  where  every  BYU  stu- 
dent can  find  something  to 
interest  him.  In  the  intra- 
mural program,  emphasis 
will  be  placed  on  individual 
participation  events.  “When 
a man  leaves  college,”  Dr. 
Nash  stated,  “he  seldom  gets 
a chance  to  play  a game  of 
football  or  baseball,  but  any 
one  can  find  time  to  play 
games  like  tennis,  handball, 
skish,  paddleball,  badminton, 
etc.* 

Dr.  Nash  is  a proponent  of  the 
theory  that  it  isn’t  the  score  but 
the  way  you  play  the  game  that 
counts.  It’s  not  having  won  but 
having  participated  that  is  im- 
portant-in all  sports  events. 

Dr.  Nash  is  fully  in  agreement 
with  the  administration’s  policy 
regarding  major  sports.  “No 
coach,”  he  said,  “will  be  put  in 
jeopardy  of  his  job  because  of  the 
number  of  games  he  lost.” 

Comes  from  New  York 
The  new  Dean  came  to  BYU 
from  New  York  University’s 
School  of  Education.  Directly 
prior  to  coming  to  BYU,  Dr.  Nash 
spent  a year  in  India.  He  was 
sent  to  India  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment at  the  request  of  the  Indian 
government. 

While  in  India,  Dr.  Nash  help- 
ed reorganize  the  teacher  educa- 
tion program,  which  is  attempt- 
ing to  provide  more  qualified 
teachers  for  the  nation.  Dr.  Nash 
traveled  constantly  while  in  In- 
dia, visiting  universities  and 
training  schools  throughout  the 
country. 

Doctor  of  Philosophy 

Bom  in  Ohio,  in  1886,  Dr.  Nash 
was  graduated  from  Oberlin  Col- 
lege. He  studied  at  the  University

It  is  Carl  Sandburg’s  “Abramah  Lincoln:  The  Prairie  Years  and 
the  War  Years.” 

Miss  Rich  reported  this  new  book  is  a reworking  of  material 
which  appeared  in  Sandburg’s 


six  volume  biography  of  Lincoln. 
“For  those  who  have  not  the  time 
to  peruse  the  complete  work,  this 
edition  offers  a wonderful  oppor- 
tunity to  become  acquainted  with 
Sandburg’s  appreciative  approach 
to  the  Great  Emancipator’s  life,” 
Miss  Rich  stressed.

Robert  E.  Sherwood,  who  him- 
self wrote  a Lincoln  masterpiece, 
“Abe  Lincoln  in  Illinois,”  said  of 
this  new  book,  "it  is,  of  course, 
a fine  and  incalculably  valuable 
book  and  those  who  never  got 
around  to  reading  the  full  work 
should  be  deeply  grateful  for  its 
publication  and  for  all  the  labor 
and  pain  that  Mr.  Sandburg  must 
have  put  into  its  preparation.” 


Miss  Rich  said  the  book  is  well 
illustrated  with  pictures  of  Lin- 
coln, his  associates,  and  the  Unit- 
ed States  of  his  time.

turies, because  he  supremely  in- 
carnated both  those  spirits.”
